To THE POTENTATES AND OFFICERS OF TEMPLES UNDER THE 
JURISDICTION OF THE IMPERIAL Council, A. A.O.N.M.S. 


Greetings : 


All members of the Order ought to be informed of all proclamations issued by the Imperial 
Potentate. It is hereby ordered that hereafter all orders and proclamations of the Imperial 
Potentate shall be printed by each Temple of the Order in its next notice going to the entire 
membership after the receipt of the order or proclamation. 


The History of the Ancient Arabic Order Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, edited by Ilustrious 
Noble William B. Melish, Chairman of the Histories Committee, may be had by applying to 
Imperial Recorder, Benjamin W. Rowell, Masonic Temple, Boston, Mass., and remitting $1.50 
for each copy. 


The Shrine Directors Association has become an important element in the successful conduct 
of ceremonials of the Shrine and has also become a well organized and officered organization. 
In order that its work and unquestioned value to the Shrine be not diminished, it is necessary 
for the officers of every Temple to codperate with the organization. In order that this may 
be done, the Potentates and Recorders of the Temples of the Shrine are hereby directed to furnish 
information requested by the Shrine Directors Association promptly upon receipt of written 
application for information. 


The By-laws of the Imperial Council provide that “The red Turkish fez, with black tas- 
sel ... is hereby adopted as the uniform exclusive style of head covering for all Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine, and none other shall be worn. This restriction does not apply to parts of costumes 
of patrols, bands and chanters when worn by members of these organizations while performing 
their duties.as the working corps of the Temple, provided it is permissible for Potentates, Past 
Potentates and Recorders of Temples to have their title embroidered in small letters in the 
front of their fez near the bottom.” 


Organizations of some of the Temples are using fezzes of a different color, or with different 
colored tassels, as the headgear of their Shrine organization uniforms. A practice has developed 
by which the members of these organizations wear these special fezzes generally while in attend- 
ance at all Shrine meetings, even when not in uniform and “performing their duties as a working 
corps.” This habit leads to a great deal of confusion on the part of the “ profane’’ in identifying 
the Order to which the wearer of such a fez belongs, for the reason that Orders other than the 
Shrine have adopted different colored fezzes as a headgear. This practice has a tendency to 
subject the Shrine to some criticism for imitating the headgear of other Orders. A habit has 


__also developed on the part of some members of the Order to have embroidered on the fez some 


title other than those allowed by Imperial Law. This practice is a violation of the law. 
In view of these conditions and in order to observe regularity and avoid confusion: 


It is hereby ordered that the only headgear to be worn by the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, 
when appearing as such, shall be the official Red Turkish fez with black tassel, with the proper 
emblem and Temple name thereon, and such fez shall be worn in its proper shape, with the 
name and emblem in front. The fez shall not be creased, or the shape otherwise changed. The 
only exception to this is that when the working corps are in uniform and performing their duties 
as such, they may wear the headgear of their uniform during such time. 


It is further ordered that this shall be read at the head of each Temple at the first session © 


after its receipt.
